Yesterday was a very warm day and

hied themselves to the ferry wharf and 
after divesting themselves 
of their 
clothing plunged into the waters of the 
bay. 


One of them, a son of the West 
Berkeley expressman, did not know 
how to swim and after coming up with 
a mouthful of salt water 
spluttered 
about and sank again. 


His companions, who could swim, 
were afraid to go to his rescue, and 
the boy sank a second time. 
His 
companions set up a cry of distress 
and Antoine Williams, who was also 
bathing at some distance away, heard 
them and at once proceeded to the 
rescue of the drowning lad. 


Just before he reached him young 
Hansen had sunk for the third time 
and Williams was compelled to dive 
for him, which he did and in a few 
seconds he appeared 
with the ap­ 
parently lifeless body of the boy. 


Placing him on his shoulder, young 
Williams swam to the wharf and 
hoisted the boy up to where he was 
reached by willing hands and placed 
upon the wharf, where he was rolled 
over a barrel and the shipment of 
water taken out of him. 
This, after 
some other restoratives had been ad­ 
ministered, brought the boy back to 
consciousness. 


It was a daring and brave act of 
young Williams and he should be re­ 
warded by receiving one of the Gov­ 
ernment's medals for saving life.

The qualifications are, 
however, of a serious nature, so much 
BO that it takes to its ranks only the 
most intelligent, and even intelligence 
must be supplemented by such grace of 
mind and spirit that the average woman 
is not only unfitted for the field, but 
the field itself is of a critical disposition 
and regards the picking and choosing of 
its workers as its own prerogative. 


A talk with Annette Sumner Rose, 
the editor of The Trained Nurse, has 
thrown a little light upon a subject

istering angel in the guise of a trained 
uurae is called in to lend skilled aid at 
the bedside of some dear one whom we 
intrust to her hands. 
Mrs. Rose is one 
of Brooklyn's fairest ladies, and she 
presides with infinite grace over a beau­ 
tiful home in St John's place, on the 
confines of Prospect park. 


"I am glad to talk about the trained 
nurse, for the work is my hobby," she 
said to me one pleasant morning lately. 
"As editor and proprietor of the maga­ 
zine published in the interests of the 
trained nurse I feel that I am as much 
in the field as though I were indeed a 
hospital worker myself. How came I to 
be interested? I began my hospital work 
at a very early age. 
My grandmother, 
who was a prominent member of the 
Society of Friends of Philadelphia, de­ 
voted most of her time to caring for 
the sick, and she took me with her in 
her visiting rounds almost as soon as I 
could walk. So I grew up familiarizing 
myself with the scenes that she loved 


"How does the publio regard the 
trained nurse?" 


"If by 'the public' you mean those in 
position to engage the services of a 
trained nurse in the home, 1 may say 
that I am sometimes amazed at the 
ignorance of well to do women regard­ 
ing the proper status of the trained 
nurse. 
Not long ago a nurse told me of 
being invited down to dinner at the 
same time the doctor was, when my 
lady host seated the physician at the 
family table and relegated the nurse to 
the servants' quarters, introducing her 
*o the servants by her first name. The 
case she was called to attend was a very 
critical one, and the nurse was too ab­ 
sorbed to correct the mistake, but she 
did so later in the gentlest manner pos­ 
sible, and one that denoted her good 
sense, for really, you know, these wom­ 
en have practical things drilled into 
them, and common sense of the com­ 
monest kind has to stand them in good 
stead scores of times. 
Their position is 
so new as yet that their relation to the,] 
.family is not?"defined as is the physi­ 
cian's, and every new case has to regu­ 
late itself for them 


"The latest news in the nurses' world 
is that a convention of superintendents of 
hospital training schools was held last 
month in Boston. This is the second con­ 
vention ever held, and it is. Hoped that 
the organization will be productive of 
needed results to the profession, the 
principle one being the establishing of a 
uniform course of training to be recog­ 
nized in all hospitals and the proper 
protection of graduate nurses. 


"The best hospitals, for example, ex­ 
act a three years'coarse of training, and 
there are some that give a diploma in 
two years, and some only require one 
year to complete the oonrse. 
There 
should be a standard course of study."— 
New York Recorder.

to a woman."—New York Mail and 
Express.

Go-operative Housekeeping. 


A party of six women dwell in co­ 
operative domestio harmony in East Sev­ 
enteenth street 
There are three musi­ 
cians—viz, a pianist, a violinist and a 
singer; then there are a stenographer, a 
journalist and a house decorator. 
They 
live handsomely in an apartment that 
rents for $65 per month. 
With all liv­ 
ing expenses included in the sum total, 
inolnding gas, fuel and servant's hire, 
the last costing $20 per month, it costs 
each woman exactly $8 per week. The 
same comfort and general accommoda­ 
tion could not be secured in a boarding 
house for less than $20 a week for each 
one. A musician is not considered a de­ 
sirable boarder, moreover, at any price. 


Eight dollars a week in this case pays 
for the best food the market allows in 
its season. 
It substitutes fruit for meat 
at breakfast and supplies cream for cof­ 
fee and oatmeal and hot rolls from the 
baker. Noon luncheon consists of scram­ 
bled eggs, tea, sauce, cold meat or salad 
for variation. 
Six o'clock dinner con­ 
sists of soup, a roast, a vegetable, in 
addition to potatoes, a salad and coffee, 
cheese and crackers. 
When salad is not 
in the menu, dessert is supplied

LITERARY MEN AND THE PIPE. 


Kany of Them Detest the Weed, Who* 
Others Tlnd Solace In It. 


The following from Bdmund Yates' 
"Recollections" appeared in a London 
periodical: "Mr. Gladstone 'detests* to­ 
bacco; Mr. Matthew Arnold 'abases' 
it; Mr. Raskin hates, the man Who 
'pollutes Hie pure air of the mornfeig 
with cigar smoke.' But are we not con­ 
soled for the abstinence-of these great 
men by the devotion of others of emi­ 
nence? Thackeray onoe declared that he 
did not despair to see a 'bishop lolling 
oat of the Athenemn with a cheroot in 
his month, or, at any rate, a pipe Stock 
in his shovel h a t ' Bat if we have not a 
smoking bishop, we have a a m n V i n g poet 
laureate (alluding to the late Lord Ten­ 
nyson^ familiar with tobaccos, T^taHa, 
Connecticut leaf, Perique, Lone Jack, 
Michigan, Killicinick, Highlander 'or 
any of the English brands.' 


"How did he take the gentle weed? 
At his feet was a box of whitef-olay pipes. 
Filling one of these, he smoked ontU it 
was empty, broke it in twain and threw 
the fragments into a box prepared for 
their reception. Then he took another 
pipe from its straw or wooden inolo- 
gnre, filled it and destroyed it, as before. 
For years Professor Huxley, like Charles 
Lamb, toiled after tobacco 'as some men 
after virtue.' At a certain debate on 
irmrJritig he told the story of his early 
straggles in away which utterly pat the 
antitobaooanists to confusion. 


" 'For 40 yoars of my life,' he said, 
'tobacco had^fegna deadly poison to 
me. 
[Loud oheew' from the antitobac­ 
conists, ] In my youth, as a medical 
student, I tried to smoke. In vain! At 
every fresh attempt my insidious foe 
stretched me prostrate on the floor. [Re­ 
peated cheers.] I entered the navy. 
Again I tried to smoke and again met 
with defeat. I hatedtobacoo. Ioould al­ 
most have lent my support to any insti­ 
tution that had for its object the putting 
of tobacco smokers todeath. [Vociferous 
cheering.] 
' 


" 'A few years ago I was in Brittany 
with some friends. We went to an inn. 
They began to smoke. They looked very 
happy, and outside it was very wet and 
dismal I thought I would try a cigar. 
[Murmurs. ] I did so 
[Great expecta­ 
tions. ] I smoked that oigar—it was de­ 
licious. [Groans. ] From that moment I 
was a changed man, and I now feel that 
smoking in moderation is a comfortable 
and laudable practice and is productive 
of good. [Dismay and confusion of the 
antitobaoooniste. Roars of laughter from 
the smokers. ] 


" 'There is no mare harm in a pipe than 
there is in a cap of -tea. 
Yon may poi­ 
son yourself by drinking too much green 
tea or kill yourself by eating too many 
beefsteaks. For my own part, I consider 
that tobacco in moderation is a sweetener 
and equalizer of the temper.' 
[Total 
rout of the anti tobacconists and com­ 
plete triumph of the smokers. ] " 


A Carious Fmet. 


The Popular Soienoe News calls atten­ 
tion to a most remarkable account of the 
position of certain planets as located in 
'' Gulliver's Travels.' 
1 This book, writ­ 
ten somewhere about 1726, contains the 
following 
words: "They spend the 
greater part of their lives in observing 
the celestial bodies, which they do by 
the assistance of glasses far excelling 
oars in goodness. They have likewise 
discovered two lesser stars, ox satellites, 
which revolve about Mars, whereof the 
innermost is distant from the center, of 
the primary planet exactly three of his 
diameters and the outermost five. The 
farmer revolves in the space of 10 hours, 
and the latter in 21%, so that the 
squares of their periodical times are very 
near in the same proportion with the 
cubes of their distance from the center 
of Mars." 


One hundred and fifty years before it 
was known that Mars had a satellite, 
when the theory that it had one would ' 
have been met with ridicule, or at least 
disbelief, the author of this remarkable 
book described the exact number of satel­ 
lites that Mars possessed, told their loca­ 
tion and unusual speed; also a peculiar­ 
ity in the relation of the speed to the 
central orb, a peculiarity based upon no 
principles with which astronomers are 
familiar. 
A careful study of the state­ 
ments made by many writers of marked 
ability will almost inevitably lead us to 
the conclusion that certain imaginative 
minds have the gift of prophecy, or, at 
all events, there may be flashes of divi­ 
nation possibly unsuspected by the writ­ 
ers themselves.

Few references can be found aa to the 
w n m n a r in which a mpal was 
served and
